| Edenburgh, June 4. 
N Saturday the 2gth paſt, a Com-

ny of men, to the number of 
$0,well Mounted and Armed,came 
to Ruglan, Proclaimed the Covenant, and 
burnt ſeveral Acts of Parliament, iz. The 

At concermng the Kings Supremay, the 

Reciſlory At, the Act for Eſtabliſhing Ept- 
ſcopacy,and the Act appointing the Anniver- 

ſary of the agth of May; and that done, 

they affixed a certain Scandelous and Traite- 

rous Paper, or Declaration, on the Market- 
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croſs; and intended to have done the like 
at Glaſcow,bur were pooventes by the King's 
Forces there. 

On Sunday laſt Gaptain G Grabam of Clawer- 
houſe , upon the' notice he had of a great 
number of men being gathered royether 

upon Londownehill, marched thither with his 
Troop and a Company of Dragoons, and 
found there 14 or 1500 men well Armed 
and in good Order ; the Foot commanded by 
one Weir, and the Horle by Rob. Hamiltos, 
one Patton, Balfoor, and Haxſton (theſe two 
laſt being of che Murderers of the Arch- 
Biſhop of St. Andrews.) 


The Rebels upon Captain Grahams ap- 
proach , ſent out two Parties to Skirmith 


with him, which he beat into their main Bo- 
dy ; then they advanced with their whole 
force upon him , who after a conſiderable 
ſlaughter of the Rebels , and the lols of his 
Cornet, two Brigadiers , and about cight 
Horſe,and twenty Dragoons, (his own Horſe 
being killed oo him , and mounting an 
other) he being ſo much over-powred in 


number, he made his Retreat towards Glaſ- 
ga, 
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gow , being in his way , forced to fight his 
paſſage through the Townſmen of Strexin , 
who were got rogethes, to dppole it, leaving 
ten or twelve of them dgad on the place. 

On Munday morning the Rebels had the 
confidence to Attack the City of Glaſeowat 
two ſeveral rimes, but all the Streets were fo 
well barrocaded by the Lord Roſs, and the 
Souldiers there pur in ſo good a poſture;that 
the Rebels were beat oft with a conſiderable 
loſs, beſides many Prifoners that were taken; 
and thereupon the Horke and Dragoons in 
the Town Salyed out, and when our laſt 
Letters came away, were in purſuit of their 
Reer, 


His Majeſties Privy-Council has put out a 


Proclamation, and all other care is taking by

S the Lord had been pleaſed ſtilf to keep 
and preſerve his Intereſt in the Land , 


teſtimony of ſome faithful witneſſes from 
- beginning ; ſo in our dayes, ſome have not 
been wanting ho through the greateſt of hazard 
had added their teftimonies to theſe who have 
gone before them , by ſn ffering Death, Baniſh- 
ments, Torterings, F inings, Forfeitures, Int- 
driſoaments, &c. flowing from cruel and per fi- 
dions Adverſaries, to the Kirk and Kingdom 
of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt in the Land. 
Therefore Wwe OWN? the Intere ſt of C brift 
according to the Word of the Lord,and the Na- 
tional and Solemn League and Covenant, defare 
to adde our Teſtimony to the Te ftimonies of the 
Worthies that has goue before : ( though unwor- 
thy, yet hoping as true Members of the Church 
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of Chriſt's in ottal{ ) and that againſt all” 
things that bas been done prejudicial to bis In- 

tereſt, from the begining of our Work of Refor- 
mation in Scotland ; eſpecially from the year 
48 to the year 1660, ' againſt theſe following 
Acts. As firſt, The Att of Su 

2. The Declaration whereby the Covenints 
are Condemned. 4. The AQ for Everſion 
of the Eſtabliſh'd Government of the Church, 
and for Eſtabliſhing of Prelacy, and for out- 
ing of Chriſt's Miniſters. who could not con- 
form thereto. By an A& Reciffory of all 
Adtts of Parhament and Aſemblies” tor the 
Eſtabliſhment of the Government of the 
Church of Scotland, according to the Word. 

As likewiſe, that A& of Council at Glaſgow, 

putting that AQ Recitlory in Execution ; 
where at one time were violently caſt oat above 
300 Miniſters, without all legal procedure. 

Likewiſe, the AR appointing a Holy Anniver- 
fary-day to be kept upon the 29th day of 
May, tor giving Thanks for the Upſerting of 
one Ulſurping Power, deſtroying the Intereſt 
of the Church of Chriſt in the Land : Which 
#5 to ſet up the Creature to be worſhipped in the 


room ' 
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room of our great Redeemer, and to conſent to \ 
the Aſſuming of the Power that is proper to the 
Lord alone ; for the appointing of Ordinances 
in his Church, as particularly the Government 
thereof, and the keeping of Holy-days , and all 
other ſinful and unlawful A&ls emitted and oxi 
ecuted by them. And for Confirmation of this 
our Teſtimony , we do hereby this day, being 
the 29th day of May 1679. publickly burn 
them at the Croſs of Glalgow moſt juſtly, as 
they perfidiouſly and blaſphemonſly had burnt 
our boly Covenants, through ſeveral Cities of 
the Covenanted Kingdoms. We judge none 
will take Exception at our not ſubſcribing, this 
our Teſtimony being ſo ſolemnly gone about : 
for we are ready always to do it, if judged ne- | 
ceſſary, with all the faithful ſuffering Brethren 
Land.
